SALONIKI, Dec. 17.—-You can run 
across a lot of hard luck stories these 
days in this section of the world. 

Saloniki ts full of once wealthy Serbian 
families who now have practically noth- 
ing. Those who brought Serbian nioney 
with them find that it hes depreciated 
in value more then half. Those who. 
were compelled to escape by way of the 
Albanlan mountain trails were unable to 
carry baggage and so have arrived here 
with little more than they wear on their 


These Serbiane, especially of the 
better classes, want help,’ but not in 
the form in which It is offered. Sir Da- 
ward Boyle and Sir Ralph Paget have 
about $25,000 each for use in succoring 
the Serbs. This money was sent from 
Engiand. Sir Ralph Paget ie in Albania, 
according to last reports, and cannot help 
those who are stranded in Saloniki. 


Camp for Serbs Urged. - 

Sir Edward Boyle is here, but he does 
not want to give the money direct to the 
Serbs. He wants to establish a camp 
where the needy Serbs may pe concen- 
trated and helped in a mass. The Serbs 
do not favor this, for they have been ac- 
customed to comforts and do not look with 
favor on the prospect of being herded 
together in a camp. 

A number of Serbs are in Florina, ecroas 
the border from Monastir, from which 
they fled at Bulgar approach. The 
British vice consul of Monastir is also 
at Florina, and through him Sir Edward 
Boyle is endeavoring to arrange a satis- 
factory plan of relief. N
